The 16th in 
the Morning 9 Deputies of the Palatinate of Cracow 
artiv’d here, and took up their Lodging in the Palace 
of the Bifhop of Cracow. The fame day the De- 
uties of the Magiftrates of this Ciry and the neigh-

Nieroth order’d them to fnrnifh his Army daily with 
8000 Pounds of Bread, 130 Barrels of Beer, a cer- 
tin large Quantity of Oats; and the Sum of 20000 
Tymphes monthly. Yefterday Morning a Regiment 
of Swedifh Horfe artiv’d at the faid Camp ; and 
fome of Monfieur Smigielski's Troops were feen at 
Obory, where they feiz’d 20 Swedes and 3 Wala- 
chians ; bur,the. Troops of the Caftellan of Potaneck 
that had pafs’d the Viftula, were fallen upon by fome 
Swedes, who kill'd 30 of them and took feveral Pri- 
foners, befides fome that perifh’d in repafling the Ri-

Urbanowski, King Staniflaus’s Secretary arriv’d 
here to Day ; he puts us in Hopes that feveral De- 
puties will arrive here in a few days, and affirms 
they are on their Way. Notwithftanding which ’tis 
talk’d that afrer the Council that is to be held to 
Morrow, the Depatics that are here will cake a turn 
bome, till they hear orher Deputies are arriv’d, and 
thar the Adembly grows numerous.
